PRES. CHAS. W. WOOD REPLIES TO 
GEORGE M. WHITAKER. 


|This letter, written by DPresdent 
Wood in reply to the article published 
in Hoard’s Datryman, issue of July 9, 
by George M. Whitaker, was publish- 
ed in the Dairyman of Aug. 27, but so 
emasculated that President Wood sent 
us a fac-simile copy of the — original 
intnuscript wth the request that we 
publish it entire. The parts that were 
censored by the Dairyman bave been 
printed in bold-faced type. The reader 
can draw his own conelusions.—Ed. ] 

Worcester, Mass., July 20, 1909. 
Hoard’s Dairyman: 

In your most excellent paper under 
date of July 9, 1909, page 695, appears 
an article entitled ‘*‘ Low Grade Milk’’. 
The article is signed bv George M. 
Whitaker. 

Under ordinary circumstances [ would 
not think the article one worthy of a 
reply, but since it is an article by a 
man oecupy ng an official position in 
connection with our Dairy Bureau at 
Washington, and sinee it is further 
dignified by publication in Your paper 
[ believe the publie is entitled to an 
analysis of its contents, and for this 
reason alone, T am impelled to ask for 
a liberal spaee in your coming issue. 

First. The article is entitled ‘‘ Low 
Grade Milk’’. This is indeed a mis- 
nomer There is no sueh thing as 
‘Low Grade M‘lk,’’ as produced by 
nature. There are various kinds of 
milk, eaeh of which is pecularly adapt 
ed to the needs and necessities for 
which it is produced in exaet obedience 
to nature’s Jaws; and heeause the 
mare’s milk contains a less amount of 
butter fat than some other, that is no 
exeuse for denominating it ‘‘T.ow 
Grade’’. Tt is designed to meet the 
peculiar requirements attendant upon 
its production, and what is true of 
that is true of every other kind of 
milk, and milk is never graded low 
and high only as the intereference of 
nnn ehanges its composition or eon- 
dition. and the man who refers to it 
otherwise, simply exposes his ignor- 
ance. 

It is quite natural for us in consid 
cring a composition to enquire who 1s 
its author, and this oftentimes inclines 
us to respect or disrespect its contents. 
In this particular instance, this article 


is written by Mr. Whitaker. First, 
who is he? We have already said. 
What are his motives as a Government 
employee in rushing into print, dis- 
cussing a question under controversy 
in the State of Massachusetts, and, so 
far aS we are aware, entirely foreign 
to any .interest which .Mr. Whitaker 
may have, unless it may be as the ar- 
ticle would incline one to believe that 
some pecuniary compensation moving 
from Boston Milk Contractors toward 
this Government employe, inclines him 
to step aside from his official duties 
and seek to instruct the yeomanry of 
the country, or I may say, the readers 
of Hoard’s Dairyman, upon a subject 
which cvparently he has given little 
study end acquired little information 
concerning.. It will be noticed in this 
article that the writer proceeds to tell 
of that which transpired in the Massa- 
chusetts Legislature during the past 
two vears, coneerning the abolition of 
what is known as the ‘‘ Massachusetts 
Milk Standard’’. He proceeds to tell 
of the contention of those persons who 
sought to obtain a eorrection of these 
pernicious Jaws, which I am sorry to say, 
exist in counterpart in quite a number 
of the states. 

It is rather remarkable it appears to 
me that the var'ous contentions which 
are recited on the part of these persons 
favoring  abolition—While they are 
given somewhat clearly so far as the 
writer is concerned, no attempt is made 
to controvert their correctness. Tn 
this article, however, there are some 
things histerical which do not convey 
correctly the facts, sinee the writer 
savs, referring to the proposition of 
the abolition of the present milk stand 
ard, ‘‘The Board of Agrieulture = and 
the Board of Health opposed the pro- 
posea law’’. Your readers are entitled 
to know and Massachusetts people are 
entitled to have them know that this 
is not true. The Board of Agriculture 
never took any such action and there is 
no record justifving such a statement 
and the same js true in relation to the 
Massachusetts Board of Health; and as 
to his statement that ‘‘the President 
of ithe Leading Producer’s Association 
courageously said that it is ne eredit 
to anv one to breed 12 per cent. cows 
“’, it transpires that, that gen 
tleman is not a resident of the State 


of Massachusetts as the writer wo 
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lave you believe. Mr. Whitaker seems 
to think that it is very courageous for 
a man to make such a statement. I 
agree with him it would be courageous 
if in all instances, ignorance were a 
crime. Certainly but ignor- 
ance would prompt a man to make such 
a remark for everyone who has investi- 
gated the subject knows perfectly well 
that 90 per cent. and I think I can 
safely say 95 per cent. of all the cows 
in the world at times produce milk below 
a total of 12 per cent. solids. Then Mr. 
Whitaker goes on to say, ‘‘there is no 
mystery or accident about the quality 
of herd milk’’. ‘No one need to get 
into trouble by producing milk below 
12 per cent. of solids unless he deliber- 
selects animals from the few 
Holstein families which produce low 
grade milk. The average of all the 
milk produced by the Advanced Reg- 
istry of Holsteins for the past year ex- 
ceed the Massachusetts Standard’’, 
and then he goes on to quote the won- 
derful record of Colantha 4th’s Johan- 
na and Grace Fayne 2d’s Homestead. 
What a tremendous an.cunt of ignor- 
ance or dishonesty is locked up in these 
few words. If everybody, both consum 
er and producer, had the t'me and op- 
portunity to study this question, there 
would be no need of pointing out the 
errors herein portrayed. .Unfortunately 
thousands do not have such opportuni- 
ty and they have a right to expect that 
when amanwhois drawinghis susten- 
ance from the public treasury asa paid 
official, rushes into print to discuss a 
question which he ought to know about, 
does know, and will tell honestly what 
he knows. Now let us see. ‘‘There is 
no mystery or accident about the qual- 
ity of herd milk’’. It isn’t everybody 
that keeps a herd, and if, perchance. 
a man keeps only one cow, the inference 
then is, from ths gentleman’s disserta 
tion there might be an accident.

milk during her test which could not 
have been legally sold under the then 
existing Massachusetts Standard, which 
standard by the way, does not now 
exist thanks to the efforts of the very 
sime gentlemen who have since been 
attempting to secure additional refor 
mation of these pericious laws. 

Your correspondent says the ‘‘aver- 
of all the milk produced. ete., is 
above the standard’’. Is it not ap- 
parent to the least intelligent that in 
prosecutions under this law, the aver- 
age of all milk has nothing to do in 
the case. Does not Mr. Whitaker 
know that the average is never tested

but rather the several samples. That 
a man with one cow, selling to his 
neighbor, has no average’ to protect 


him, and furthermore, that when milk 
is put from one reservoir into smaller 
cans, one may be above the standard 
and the other below it; that a cow’s 
average is never considered; that the 
Government prosecutor does not con- 
sider the average. If prosecutions were 
made only from the average of sam- 
ples there would not be any injustice, 
although there is no reason for any 
such Jaw as that. 

A friend of mine has a eow which 
ordinarily gives milk which just ex- 
actly meets the Massachusetts Stand- 
ard of 3.35 per eent of butter fat. As 
the eow was leisurely going to the 
milking place she stopped to drink at 
the brook, when a bull frog, sitting 
in the shade of a lily pad was bitten 
by a mosquito and jumped into the 
brook, the sudden kerehug of the frog 
disturbed the cow and she ran to the 
barn and because of her fright gave 
milk with but 3.34 of butter fat, that 
is, she changed the composition of her 
milk one ten-thousandths part. Before 
her fright she was a respectable cow, 
honored by the state and an object of 
pride to her owner. A moment later 
she lost her respectability, is degrad- 
ed in the eyes of her peers and makes 
her owner answer at the bar of justice. 

Query—Is the owner, the cow. the 
frog, the mosquito or God Almighty 
the one who should be held accounta- 
hle ‘by the statesmen on Beacon Hill 
for the breach of their most holy law, 
that natural milk must not vary from 
un artificial standard? 

‘*Oh, Consisteney thou art a Jewel’?’. 

The dividing between honor 
and dishonor, between crime and vir- 
tue hes been drawn to such a nicety 
by the General Court of Massachusetts 
(and lawmakers of other states have 
that if a

man’s cow produces milk which varies 
in its composition one ten thousandth 
part, and her offense is discovered by 
some paid government official (who 
perchance is receiving the princely 
compensation of $10.00 per week), a 
complaint against her owner is made. 
He is summoned into court and with 
no opportunity to plead his innocence, 
must be convicted, his name adorn the 
criminal records, his lifetime reputa- 
tion smirched and his family disgraced 
as well. 

This man seems to find an excuse 
for a law which makes criminals of 
honest men by drawing an analogy be 
tween these and the law against ‘‘ driv- 
ing on the left hand side of the road, 
spitting on the sidewalk. throwing 
waste paper in the parks’’. He may 
see some analogy between the two, I 
eannot. In the first place his premises 
are wrong. A man has just as much 
right to drive on the left hand of the 
road as he has on the right, except 
when it is in use by somebody else. 
Spitting on the sidewalk is provided 
as a sanitary means to protect man- 
kind and the same is true regarding 
waste paper. Does this commercial 
provision of total solids in milk pro- 
tect anybody? If so, let your learned 
correspondent tell us who, except the 
milk contractors. Does it operate to 
the advantage of any one else? A 
revision which enables the contractor 
to eonstantly admonish the producer 
that unless there is a larger amount 


-of butter fat in his produet, he will 


he prosecuted, and by such efforts suc- 
ceeds in obtaining from the general 
producer, a product which when placed 
in one reservoir of thousands of gal- 
lons, will average total solids of 14 
per cent. with perchance 414 per cent. 
butter fat making it possible then by 
the use of the separator of injecting 
into that same reservoir hundreds of 
gallons of other milk from which the 
entire armount of cream has been ab- 
stracted, thereby reducing the entire 
blend to the legal standard of 3.35 
per cent., hence by the use of the law, 
it heeomes possible for the contractor 
to rob the producer on the one hand 
and impose upon the consumer on the 
other. 

This writer says, ‘‘if a person selects 
that kind of cows and gets into court. 
why should he not be punished’’. I do 
not know whether this man ever owned 
a cow, ever milked a cow or ever saw 
a cow. The recent shakings up by 
some of the newly appointed cabinet 
officers in their various departments at 
Washington compels us all to believe 
that 2 considerable number of Govern- 
ment employes have been found to be 
exceedingly inefficient. Just what has 

















transpired in the dairy department we 
have not yet been informed, but men 
who know something of the natural 
haraeteristica of the cow know very 
vell that a cow differs in production

ened or disturbed, weather conditions 

o, have an influence, er when under 
certain physical conditions the butter 
fat materially varies. Under this stand- 
ard whieh this gentleman justifies, a 
man may ‘be an eminent and respected 
citizen with his night’s milk on hand 
for sale and a condemned criminal by 
reason of the milk produced by his cows 
the next morning. 

‘*The advocates of no standard are 
misleading when they talk of the 
trouble and expense of producing high 
standard milk. and the danger of feed- 
ing very fat milk to infants’’. Is this 
true? Can the man who uses Channel 
Island cows produce milk quart by 
quart at the same price as the man who 
uses one of the natives of Holland? 
Does the island of Jersey acre for 
acre or cow for cow, produce the same 
number of quarts of milk or the same 
number of pounds of butter and cheese, 
as that of Holland? Or will this cor- 
respondent attempt to lead people to 
believe that the man whose cow is lim- 
ited to 8 or 10 or 12 quarts per day or 
3,000 Ibs. per annum ean produce that 
milk at the same price per quart as he 
who keeps cows that give 12,000 to 
15,000 Ibs. per annum or 30 quarts per 
day? No man of intelligence will ac- 
cept such a proposition for a moment. 
This is precisely what the advocates 
of no standard would have people be- 
lieve, to wit, that it is not right for 
the legislature to fix a commercial 
standard which compels men _ produc- 
ing milk with five or more percentage 
of butter fat at a large cost, to sell it 
to the milk contractors at the same 
price as another who produces milk 
with just the reverse in quality and 
conditions. Those of us who have had 
some practical experience know that 
it costs more to produce milk with 5 
per cent. butter fat than it does with 
4 per cent. of butter fat, and if the 
market demands the 5 per cent. butter 
fat milk, then the men who produce it, 
and there will be found plenty willing 
to do so, should receive compensation 
commensurate with the expense of pro- 
duction. If on the contrary, there is 
a market for a 3 per cent. butter-fat 
milk which will not contain 12 per 
- ent. total solids, then let the men who 
produce it be permitted to sell it and 
receive for it a price commensurate 
with the expense of production, and

intelligence cannot think the effect 
any different in the human family. 

It world be unjust to your readers 
and unjust to you to attempt to quote 
any considerable number of authorities 
upon this subject, but let me quote 
you one. Dr. Roteh, Professor of Pedi. 
atries at Harvard College, said in sub- 
stance before the committee that a 2 
ver cent. butter-fat milk, and often- 


times lower than that, was found nee- 
essary for use in hospitals among 
adults and children, and a law which 
would preelude the sale of such milk 
was absolutely wieked. In this posi 
tion he is supported by thousands of 
medical men all over the country, 
and in fact, it is seldom that a man 
is so ignorant or possessed of such un- 
blushing effrontery as to induce him 
to rush into print with a suggestion of 
the incorrectness of such a proposition 
The opponents of any standard stat- 
ute misrepresent when they claim that 
exclusive importance is given to butter 
fat’’. T must differ very materially 
with the statement. Exclusive im- 
portanee is given to butter fat in econ- 
sidering the quality of milk and noth- 
ing else is considered outside the clean. 
liness. To be sure the’ Massachusetts 
standard says a total solids of 12.15 
per cent. with a 3.35 per cent. fat 
that is the law at present. The statute 
which this law supplanted two vears 
ago provided for total solids of 13 per 
eent. and 3.7 per cent. fat and 9.3 
per cent. solids not fat for six months 
of the year and the total solids at 12 
per cent. with 3 per cent. butter fat 
and 9 per cent. solids not fat, the other 
part of the year. It will be noticed 
that the recent law savs nothing about 
Is not fat, and while most of us 
know that. the solids not fat are nitro 
genous and are of the* utmost import 
ance, that they are the bone and tis 
sue building properties, still, under our 
present statute there is no provision 


concernin it. Jt must simply be

so far as the statute is concerned. Or 
in other words, if the butter fat -pres- 
ent is 3.35 per cent. no matter what 


the solids not fat are. It is perfectly 
legal so long as there is suflicient but- 
ter tfain its entire composition to bring 
it up to the total of 12.15 per eent. 

Prosecutions in this state under this 
statute so far as Ll am informed, have 
been based entire! upon the deficiency 
of butter fat. I do not know of a sin- 
gle instance where a man was ever 
prosecuted for a deficiency of solids- 
not-fat, and the legislature recently, 
evidently discovering that the solids 
not fat are of no particular commer- 
cial advantage. saw fit to eliminate 
them from the recent law, and every- 
body knows that the whole attention is 
directed toward how much butter fat 
there is in milk. 


This provision of total solids of 12.15 


per cent. is mere nonsense, so far as 
the solids not fat are concerned, but 
the presumption is that if there is a 
total solid of 12.15 per cent. there must 
be 3.35 per cent. fat, but the presump- 
tion is incorrect and the i2.15 per 
cent. is of no consequence; the law 
might just as well say milk shall eon- 
tain 3.35 per cent. of butter fat, for 
it is certain to contain a total of 12.15 
per cent. It would then serve the 
same purpose that it uow does, enab- 
ling the contractor to obtain that for 
which he does not pay and exeuse him 
from delivering to the consumer that 
for which he does pay. 


; 


It is a well known faet that in order 
for milk to contain 8.35 per cent. fat 
it must contain more than 12.15 per 
cent. total solids. That the butter fat 
is the material point at issue is appar- 
ent from another standpoint. Milk 
produced by Channel Island cows eon 
tains a greater percentage of butter 
fat of its total solids than that of other 
breeds. It contains a lesser percentage 
of its total solids of non fat solids than 
that of other breeds. For instance 
milk with a total of 14 per cent. is 
likely to contain about 5-14 of its total 
solids of butter fat, and 9-14 of solids 
not fat. Milk of other breeds con- 
taining a total of 12 per cent. is likely 
to contain 3-12 of its total solids but- 
ter fat, and 9-12 of solids not fat, and 
yet, it is a well known fact that the 
law is based upon the commercial prin- 


ciples that the contractor ean obtain 
more for and hence it is worth more 
to him, if milk contains a large percen- 
age of butter fat. The law is based 
upon this principle and that is why men 
who are honest and intelligent in this 
state have been vigorously attempting 
to secure its abolition, and we opine 
the time will come when the people of 
Massachusetts will be as ashamed of 
this law. or that it ever existed, as we 
are that there was a time in our history 
when innocent persons were hung for 
supposed witchcraft and human slavery 
received our endorsement. 

Your correspondent goes on to say 
what kind of a bill was reported to the 
legislature by the Agricultural Com- 
mittee which he does not describe eor- 
reetly at all. There was no sueh bill 
as he describes ever presented. There 
was however, a bill reported by our 
Agricultural Committee making the 
sale of pure milk lawful, which passed 
the House of Representatives by an 
overwhelming majority, also the Sen- 
ate by a suflicient number; when it 
eame back after  engrossment for 
enactment, several senators, for some 
reason or other, had a change of heart. 
Whether the same influences prompted 
this change which prompts this Dairy 
representative to rush into print, of 
course no one can know, but we can all 
have an opinion. 

The attitude of the Senate was not 
regarded by the people in general favor- 
ably or as creditable, and you may be 
certain the question will again be pre- 
sented to the Genra! Court of Massachu 
setts upon its assembly this coming 
winter. Meanwhile this statute, or 
the constitutionality of this statute is 
to be presented in legal form to the 
Supreme Court of this Commonwealth 
and that learned body will eventually 
have oeeasion to say whether an arbi- 
trary and commercial standard is with- 
in the bound of reason and justve, and 
whether the creation of such a provision 
by the General Court is within their 
constitutional rights. I believe its 
decision will be such as to forever dis- 
arm the avarice and dishonesty which 
has been dominating the commercial 
transaction of this all important untri 
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ent for the past two decades, and that 
Massachusetts will yet be able to pro- 
ulaim to other states that is 
longer dominated in the creation of her 
law pecuniary interests, but they 
must be based upon fundamental prin- 
ciples of right and justice.

Easy to Tell Milk Standards in 
Good Milk the last preceding 


World we made 
this statement: ‘‘It is as easy for the 
public to guard against frauds in milk 
as in any other article placed on the 
market. If the milk is sold in bottles 
(if not a sample can easily be placed in 
a bottle) the cream line tells approxi- 
mately the amount of fat; the freedom 
from sediment tells approximately its 
purity and its keeping quality re- 
veals approixmately its bacterial 
count’’. A reader, who admits that 
this is strictly true, when a producer 
sells his own milk in a small village, 
wants to know how these tests could 
apply when milk is sold to a company 
and shipped to New York city. 

We reply that it is our idea that 
all milk should be bottled by the pro- 
ducer and shipped in cases instead of 
in cans. Each producer should have 
a trade mark which should appear on 
every case and every bottle. This we 
think would come near settling the 
whole question. It would establish a 
natural, healthy competition. Each cus- 
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tomer could buy the brand that he 
wanted, and the price would eventually 
regulate itself. A uniformly good pure 
milk would bring the best price, while 
the indifferent kind would necessarily 
bring a lower price. If a customer 
wanted Jersey milk he could get it; if 
he wanted Guernsey milk he could get 
it; and if he wanted Holstein-Friesian 
milk he could get that. The inspection 
of the milk by the consumer would be 
about all the inspection needed, while 
the price received would be the most 
powerful stimulus for the production of 
the best and purest milk. 

We think there is no question but that 
this one advance step would do more to 
stimulate the production of good, clean 
milk than all the statutory milk svand- 
ards ever devised or that ever can be 
devised; it would place the business on 
the natural basis of rivalry among the 
producers, the consumer being the judge 
of what he wanted, and was willing to 
pay for; it would tend to do away 
with much so-called inspection by peo- 
ple who are wholly ignorant of the sub- 
ject, or whose knowledge is theoretical 
rather than practical; it would again 
place the business on the just and effi- 
cient basis of competition, regulated by 
the natural principle of supply and de- 
mand. If this is not true, why not? 





It seems to have 
become quite a fad 
among certain pa- 
pers to ery down the 
seven-day butterfat tests. This cry 
was evidently started as a matter of 
sour grapes by the supporters of those 
breeds that are unable to compete suc- 
cessfully. The Practical Dairyman in 
its issue of August 19 parrot-like reiter 
ates this ery: “The seven-day record is 
no criterion of the value of a dairy 
cow’’. Was there ever a statemenc 
more senseless than that? 


‘*No eriterion’’! We do not think 
it was ever claimed that the seven-day 
record was always an exact, invariable, 
absolute measure of a cow’s value; 
but that it establishes a very strong 
inference one only needs to note the 
reliance placed upon these records when 
purchasing by breeders whose knowl- 
edge of cow values has come through 
long experience. 

Suppose the seven-day record does 
show the cow at her best and under 
the most favorable conditions, this is 
well understood, and it does not inter- 
fere with the test indicating the rela- 
tive producing ability of the cow. Sup- 
pose we admit that some cows have a 
longer lactation period than others, 
though we contend that the length of 
the period is more a matter of habit 
and training than is generally under-

stood, the Holstein-Friesian Association 
has recognized this fact and has estab- 
lished the supplementary seven-day rec- 
ord made not less than eight months 
after freshening. These two seven- 
day records, and the latter record may 
be delayed to the end of the year’s 
lactation period, to my way of think- 
ing, constitute as good a criterion of 
the producing ability of a cow, as the 
recently much-vaunted  semi-official 
yearly record. 

The expense of making records is a 
factor to be kept in mind. All men are 
not millionaires. Why should the owner 
of a msall herd pay for twelve trips of 
a superintendent of tests under the one- 
day semi-official yearly program when 
two trips under the seven-day at least 
eight months after freshening program 
will furnish practically an equivalent 
data? 

Experience has proven that the seven- 
day record is a most valuable criterion 
in the matter of producing ability, and 
when coupled with the supplementary 
seven-day at least eight months after 
freshening test, it forms a criterion of 
values second to none, equal if not 
superior to the one-day semi-official 
yearly test. In the matter of economy 
of expense it certainly is far in the 
lead.

Anthrax is a contagious and fatal 
disease. An animal afflicted with An 


thrax may without having any sign of 
disease, drop down in the pasture and 
is liable to die in convulsions in a very 
short time after it is afflicted. Or, ani- 
mal may be apparently well at night 
and be found dead in the merning. 

They stop feeding or ruminating a 
few hours before death. They are then 
taken with chills and fever and if their 
temperature be taken, it will be found 
to be exceedingly high.

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HOLLAND ENACTS A LAW TO PRE- 
VENT THE ADULTERATION OF 
BUTTER. 


The Dutch Parliament has recently 
passed an act for the prevention of the 
adulteration of butter in Holland, and 
Consul Henry H. Morgan of Amster- 
dam, forwards comments thereon by 
a local newspaper, from which the fol- 
lowing points are taken. 

To exclude every possibility of fraud 
the act provides for permanent govern- 
ment supervision, at the expense of the 
makers, in places where both butter 
and margerine are made. Not only 
are butter and margerine defined, but 
the act provides that butter shall con- 
tain a minimum amount of butter fat, 
which will prevent the sale of butter 
with an excess of water, and also make 
it impossible to use any other adulter- 
ant. ‘Tihs provision is considered very 
important, as no analyst will hence- 
forth have any difficulty in estimating 


the exact amount of volatile fatty 
acids present in a sample of butter or 
margarine. 


No foreign fats are allowed where 
butter is made, the act providing that 
from time to time a list shall be pub- 
lished giving the names of all sub- 
stances oensidered adulterants, and 
which must not be present in a place 
where butter is made. 

The punishment for the violation of 
the law is imprisonment for not more 
than a year, no fines being provided 
for. while the judge, in certain cases, 
as additional punishment, is allowed to 
order the publication, at the offender’s 
expense, of the material portion of the 
judgment. 

The Dutch paper from which the 
foregoing is taken believes that this 
law will surely put a stop to all man- 
wfaeture of all fraudulent butter in 
Holland. is 
ccnaigeabiaenin wee 
ARGENTINE WILL HOLD AN AGRI- 

CULTURAL AND LIVE STOCK 

EXPOSITION IN 1910. 

The minister of the Argentine Re- 
public at Washington, in a note to 
the Department of State, informs the 








Government of the United States that 
there will be held at Buenos Aires, 
from June 3 to July 31, 1910, on the 
occasion of the Centennial Anniversary 
of the National Independence, an In- 
ternational Agricultural and Live 
Stock Exposition, in which may be ex- 
hibited all kinds of live stock, within 
the limitations prescribed by the sani- 
tary laws, as well as their immediate 
derivatives; also machinery and imple- 
ments used in the agriculture and kin- 
dred industries, and everything relat- 
ing to studies in the domain of agri- 
cultural instruction. encouragement 
and legislation. Room may be asked 
for animals up to February 10, 1910, 
and for all articles connected with the 
aforementioned rural industries up to 
November 10 of the present year. The 
Government of the United States has 
been invited to send representatives 
to this exposition. 


DAIRYING IN UTAH. 


Utah is pre-eminently a dairy state. 
The winters are short and compara 
tively mild. The summer days only 
moderately warm, and cattle are com- 
fortable without shade. The summer 
nights are cool and pleasant, and in- 
sects trouble very little either day 
or night. The water is cool, of good 
quality and usually abundant, which is 
indispensable in making good dairy 
products. It can usually be brought 
into the barns. houses, and factories 
at a minimum cost. With proper man- 
agement six months of grazing per 
year can be had, that is, from May 
until the fore part of November. 

The irrigated parts of Utah afford 
ag good grazing as can be found in 
the country. Lucerne, the best single 
food produced for dairy cows, does 
well in all parts of the state, and un- 
der favorable conditions produces from 
two to three tons per acre, and ean be 





eut three times when only hay is 
wanted. 
Utah is rapidly becoming a root 


growing state. Fifteen to 20 tons of 
sugar beets can be grown to the acre. 
Sugar beets and lucerne hay. with a 


small amount of grain, make an ideal 
ration for a dairy cow. Beet pulp 
from the sugar factories is being fed 
quite extensively and appears to be a 
good food. 

Small grains do fairly well and can 
be raised at a profit and can be used 
profitably with roots and lucerne. 
Corn fodder, orchard grass, squash and 
pumpkins are grown extensively and 
are good foods if combined judiciously 
with other feed. 

The Utah dairyman who finds his oc- 
cupation unprofitable is certainly not 
abreast of the times, or else is lacking 
in other directions. 

Our cattle contain a high per cent. 
of beef blood and consequently the 
dairy returns are low. A strong in- 
fusion of dairy blood is needed. There 
seems to exist a strong prejudice 
against the general use of high grade 
dairy cattle. This is presumably due 
to the fact that they do not endure the 
open winter range conditions as well 
as the beef breeds. There is no reagon 
why the dairy type should not do as 
well in Utah as in New York, Minne- 


sota, Wisconsin, or Michigan, when 
given equally good treatment. 
There are about 90 creameries, 


cheese factories and skimming stations, 
with an_ estimated output worth 
$2,000,000. With a better grade of 
dairy cattle, the same amount of la- 
bor, feed, same number of dairy cows, 
and same expense this amount could 
be raised to $3,000,000, thus distribut- 
ing $1,000,000 velvet amongst the farm- 
ers and dairymen, an amount enough 


to pay their taxes and grocery bills.—
